To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Rollinsford  in  the 
County  of  Strafford,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said 
Town  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March  next,  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

ART.  1.  To  bring  in  your  ballots  for  Towti  Clerk,  Town 
Treasurer,  One  Selectman  and  Overseer  of  the 
Poor  for  a  term  of  three  years,  one  Road  Agent 
and  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department. 

ART.  2.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

ART.  3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing 
year  and  make  appropriations  for  the  same. 

ART.  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount 
of  2%  on  all  taxes  of  the  1949  levy,  except  poll 
taxes,  paid  on  or  before  September  1st,  next. 

ART.  5.  To  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Rollinsford 
will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes. 

ART.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  to  paint  the  Town  Hall. 


ART.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  prohibit  all  ad- 
vertising signs  having  an  area  of  over  40  square 
feet,  over-all,  and  to  permit  signs  of  this  size 
and  smaller,  only  if  they  are  set  back  from  the 
center  line  of  the  road,  not  less  than  three  linear 
feet  for  each  square  foot  of  surface  in  the  sign. 
This  is  to  go  into  effect  immediately.  This  shall 
not  affect  business  signs  on  property  which  per- 
tain exclusively  to  the  property  itself,  its  sale, 
its  rental,  or  business  conducted  thereon,  nor 
existing  directional  signs. 

ART  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Road 
known  as  Stevens  Court,  off  the  East  side  of 
Locust  Street. 

ART.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Municipal  Budget  Act,  and  elect 
a  board  of  nine  members,  one  third  to  be  chosen 
for  a  one  year  term,  one  third  for  a  tw^o  year 
term,  one  third  for  a  three  year  term,  also  a 
member  of  the  board  of  selectmen  and  a  member 
of  the  school  board,  for  a  term  of  one  year,  to 
be  selected  by  their  respective  boards. 

ART.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Six  Hundred  Dollars  for 
the  construction  of  two  water  holes  on  the  Rob- 
erts Road,  and  two  water  holes  on  Broadway  for 
use  in  fighting  fires  and  emergencies. 

ART.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Rollinsford  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($500.00)  to  be  expended  during  the  year 
1949  at  the  Locust  Street  Playgrounds,  for  the 
purposes    of    equipment    and    supervision,    this 


money  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  a 
Recreational  Committee,  of  five  members,  namely 
William  J.  Mitchell,  Harold  M.  Smith,  Noel  A. 
bube,  George  L.  O'Malley  and  Blanche  E.  Val- 
liere,  who  will  serve  without  pay.  This  Com- 
mittee will  be  elected  as  a  continuously  elected 
Committee  as  follows:  The  first  two  persons 
named  shall  serve  three  years,  the  next  two  for 
two  years,  the  fifth  person  for  one  year;  their 
successors  shall  be  elected  at  the  Town  Meeting 
by  a  vote  of  the  general  assembly,  and  shall 
serve  for  three  years.  Vacancies  as  they  occur 
shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  only. 

ART.  12.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  Meeting. 

Appropriations  will  begin  at  eleven  (11)   o'clock  sharp.

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Col- 
lector, Town  Clerk  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets — Dec.  31,  1946  to  Dec.  31^ 
1947:     (Exhibit  A) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1946 
and  December  31,  1947,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As 
indicated  therein  the  Net  Debt  increased  by  $9,981.58  dur- 
ing the  year. 
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Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Conditions: 
(Exhibit  B) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the 
Town  during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhbit  B,  with  the  factors 
which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expendi- 
tures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1947,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  C  and 
D.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  D),  a 
net  unexpended  balance  of  appropriations  of  $990.92,  plus 
a  net  revenue  surplus  of  $1,956.95,  resulted  in  a  net  budget 
surplus  of  $2,947.87. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:    (Exhibit  E) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1947,  made  up  in  accordance  with 
the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Ex- 
hibit E.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  December 
31,  1947,  and  June  15,  1948,  is  indicated  in  Exhibits  F  and 
P,  respectively.

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks 
were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as 
well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked 
by  source  insofar  as  possible,  totals  of  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures verified  and  classification  of  accounts  noted. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Balance  Sheet:     (Exhibit  A) 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  appropriation  balance  due  the 
school  district  as  of  December  31,  1947,  amounted  to 
$11,000.00  rather  than  $9,000.00,  as  originally  reported. 
This  is  indicated  by  the  appropriation  statement  (Exhibit 
C).  This  change  and  other  Balance  Sheet  revisions,  re- 
sulted in  a  Net  Debt  of  $10,658.86,  on  December  31,  1947, 
instead  of  $9,579.51,  the  amount  originally  shown. 
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ScHOOOL  Tax  on  Set-Off  Property: 

Certain  properties  in  the  Town  of  Rollinsford  are  set  off 
into  the  City  of  Dover  for  school  purposes.  In  1947  the 
assessed  vakiation  of  the  set-off  property  amoimted  to 
$41,850.00.  This  is  deducted  from  the  total  valuation  of 
the  town  when  the  school  district  tax  rate  is  calculated, 
inasmuch  as  the  school  tax  on  this  particular  property  is 
collected  by  the  City  of  Dover.  It  has  been  the  practise, 
however,  for  the  Town  of  Rollinsford  to  assess  both  the' 
town  and  school  taxes  upon  the  set-off  property  and  subse- 
quently to  abate  the  school  taxes  thereon. 

It  is  recommended  that  in  the  future  only  the  town  tax 
l5e  assessed  upon  the  set-off  property.  This  will  eliminate 
the  necessity  of  making  abatements  of  school  taxes  which 
in  1947  amounted  to  $652.86. 

"Class  A"  Receipts  and  Payments  Book: 

The  use  of  the  "Class  A"  form  of  receipts  and  payments 
book  was  recommended  and  will  be  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  This  provides  columns  for  the  classification 
of  all  accounts  which  the  abbreviated  "Class  B"  form  fails 
to  do. 

Tax  Accounts: 

The  use  of  two  of  the  prescribed  forms  by  the  Tax  Col- 
lector was  recommended.  These  are  (1  the  loose  leaf 
columnar  Cash  Book,  and  (2  the  "Record  of  Tax  Sales" 
book.  The  loose  leaf  Cash  Book  provides  columns  for  the 
segregation  of  property  and  poll  taxes,  interest,  and  re- 
demptions from  the  tax  sales  by  years  of  levy.  The  Record 
of  Tax  Sales  book  provides  for  the  recording  of  complete 
information  relative  to  each  tax  sale,  indicating  the  amount 
for  which  it  is  subsequently  redeemed.  The  unredeemed 
items  at  the  close  of  the  year  should  be  carried  as  assets  in 
the  Balance  Sheet. 
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Immediately  following  the  tax  sale  a  town  voucher  and 
check  should  be  issued  to  the  Collector  for  the  total  amount 
of  taxes  bought  by  the  town,  including  the  amount  of  taxes, 
interest  to  date  of  sale,  fees  and  costs.  The  Collector,  upon 
receipt  of  the  check,  credits  the  proper  accounts  in  his  war- 
rant book,  at  the  same  time  entering  the  amount  of  interest, 
fees  and  costs  applicable  thereto  in  the  "Interest"  column. 
A  note  should  also  be  made  in  the  right  hand  marginal  col- 
umn indicating  that  the  tax  was  ''bought  by  Town". 

The  Collector  then  endorses  the  check  and  remits  it  to 
the  Treasurer  to  be  credited  as  taxes  and  interest  collected 
with  the  year  of  levy  indicated. 

All  items  included  in  the  sale  are  then  posted  to  the  "Tax 
Sale  Record  Book"  as  previously  stated. 

Dog  Licenses: 

The  stubs  of  all  Dog  Licenses  issued  should  be  kept  by 
the  Town  Clerk  and  all  serial  numbers  properly  accounted 
for. 

Conclusion  : 

The  accounts  of  all  town  officers  which  we  examined 
were  found  in  good  condition  and  the  accounting  procedure, 
with  exceptions  as  herein  noted,  conformed  to  the  standards 
prescribed  by  this  Division. 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws 
of  1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its  essen- 
tial features  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  town 
report.  This  letter  of  transmittal  should  be  included  in  its 
entirely  but  the  inclusion  of  Exhibits  is  optional. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of 
Rollinsford  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the 
audit.

FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 


To  THE  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  successful  control  of  brush  and  woods  fires  is  highly 
dependent  upon  the  cooperation  of  all  townspeople  in  the 
prevention  of  these  fires.  To  the  end  of  enlisting  this  help, 
many  wardens  have  asked  us  to  assist  them  in  preparing  a 
brief  statement  which  could  be  printed  in  the  forthcoming 
Annual  Town  Reports.  This  statement  appears  below  and 
your  cooperation  in  seeing  to  its  publication  will  be  highly 
helpful. 

Concord,  January,  1949. 

John  H.  Foster,  State  Forester 

Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish  brush 
and  woods  fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of  forest  pro- 
tection in  1948.  In  spite  of  danger  conditions  nearly  equal- 
ling at  times  those  of  1947  when  great  losses  were  suffered 
in  New  Hampshire  and  New  England,  fire  damage  and  loss 
this  year  have  been  gratifyingly  low. 

With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  the  people,  we  can 
hope  to  have  another  successful  year  in  1949.  Let  us  re- 
member that  in  any  year,  over  90%  of  all  fires  are  caused 
by  carelessness  and  that  all  of  these  man-caused  fires  are 
preventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland  than  for 
many  years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and  tourists 
who  use  our  outdoors  are  also  more  numerous  than  ever  be- 
fore. We  must  therefore  be  ready  for  fires  which  might 
occur  but,  above  all,  prevention  by  everyone  is  the  great- 
est need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen  will 
help,  as  follows: 
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(1)  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden  be- 
fore kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and  to- 
bacco before  dropping  or  throwing  them  down.  In 
automobiles,  always  use  the  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report  fires  and  smokes  to  the  warden  without 
delay. 

The  observance  of  these  and  other  simple  rules  will  go 
far  to  insure  safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  cooperation 
in  this  way  is  earnestly  solicited.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  THE  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Rollinsfokd: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  second  annual  re- 
port as  Superintendent  of  your  school.  The  report  will 
deal  with  the  following  headings:  Enrollment;  building, 
grounds  and  equipment;  personnel;  finance;  instruction; 
health. 

Reports  of  the  Principal  and  School  Nurse  are  attached 
and  will  follow  this  report. 
Enrollment: 

Since  the  last  school  year,  the  Rollinsford  Grade  School 
has  experienced  an  appreciable  increase  in  enrollment  as  is 
characteristic  of  most  schools  throughout  the  country.  In 
September  1948  there  was  a  total  enrollment  of  154  in  the 
eight  grades  as  compared  to  130  in  1947. 

School  was  in  session  173  days  last  year  with  an  average 
membership  of  136.7;  the  percent  attendance  was  92. 
Tuition  Pupils:

Building,  Grounds  and  Equipment: 

In  equipping  an  additional  classroom  as  needed  for  the 
division  of  the  42  pupils  in  grades  7   and   8   as  mentioned 
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later  in  this  report,  modern  fluorescent  lights  and  green 
chalkboard  were  installed  and  an  asphalt  tile  covering  was 
layed  over  the  cement  floor.  The  ceiling  of  the  room  was 
whitened  and  the  walls  were  covered  with  a  light  green 
tinted  paint.  This  room  is  now  equipped  (except  for  some 
desks)  and  lighted  according  to  most  recent  recommenda- 
tions. In  order  to  overcome  the  shortage  of  school  desks 
and  inability  to  get  delivery  on  new  ones,  several  usable 
desks  were  borrowed  from  Somers worth. 

Items  of  equipment  that  are  much  needed  in  and  around 
the  building  are:  a  new  sewing  machine  for  home  econ- 
omics, scenery  for  the  stage  in  the  auditorium-gymnasium 
for  use  in  plays  and  dramatics,  more  folding  seats  for  the 
auditorium,  new  seats  and  desks  to  care  for  the  increased 
enrollment  and  playground  equipment  (swings,  teeters, 
horizontal  ladder,  etc.). 

There  are  several  holes  and  ridges  on  the  playground 
that  should  be  filled  and  leveled  to  make  for  greatest  possi- 
ble use  of  that  area.  The  present  usable  playground  space 
is  quite  limited  for  use  of  150  children.  Present  recom- 
mendations call  for  a  minimum  area  of  5  acres! 

Personnel  : 

For  the  reopening  of  school  last  September,  Rollinsford 
was  fortunate  to  be  able  to  retain  the  same  faculty  as  com- 
pleted the  last  school  year.  Mr.  McKeon  has  outlined  the 
grades  and  the  number  of  children  that  each  has,  in  his 
report.  Mrs.  Ida  Merrill  who  recently  asked  for  a  leave  of 
absence  for  the  remainder  of  this  school  year  has  been  re- 
placed by  Mrs.  Gene  Shultz  of  Durham.  Mrs.  Schultz  was 
educated  at  the  North  Texas  State  Teachers  College  in 
Denton,  Texas  and  at  the  University  of  Texas.  She  has 
had  several  years  of  teaching  experience  in  the  public  ele- 
mentary schools  of  San  Antonio,  Texas  and  of  Evanston, 
Illinois. 
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As  it  has  been  impossible  to  secure  a  qualified  music 
supervisor  for  the  current  year,  music  has  necessarily  been 
left  for  the  regular  teachers  to  handle, 
i  Last  November,  Mr.  Rodger  Martin  of  Lowell,  Mass. 
was  engaged  as  an  additional  teacher  to  teach  manual  train- 
ing, science  and  math  to  grades  7  and  8  to  serve  as  home 
room  teacher  for  grade  7.  This  addition  of  another  teacher 
lias  allowed  for  the  division  of  the  42  pupils  in  the  7th  and 
8th  grades,  for  manual  training  and  for  some  departmental- 
ization of  the  other  7th  and  8th  grade. 

Mrs.  Martha  Evans  of  Durham  has  been  employed  on 
a  half  a  day  a  week  basis  to  teach  cooking  and  sewing  to 
the  7th  and  8th  grade  girls. 

/'All  of  the  Rollinsford  teachers  belong  to  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Teachers  Association  and  they  have  100%  membership 
in  the  National  Education  Association.  Any  community 
is  fortunate  to  have  a  faculty  where  such  excellent  pro- 
ifessional  spirit  and  attitudes  exist.  The  effectiveness  of 
any  school  is  finally  dependent  upon  the  effectiveness  of 
its  personnel. 

Finance: 

Education  is  an  investment,  not  an  expense.  In  school 
administration,  finances  appear  to  be  one  of  the  most  im- 
•portant  items ;  practically  all  of  the  accomplishments  of  the 
school  are  dependent  upon  money  and  many  of  our  leading 
authorities  have  consistently  pointed  out  that,  with  excep- 
tions, the  quality  of  education  that  is  provided  varies  di- 
rectly with  the  amount  of  money  which  is  provided  for  that 
education.  In  Rollinsford  the  budget  has  been  approved 
and  finances  provided  as  requested  by  the  School  Board 
and  the  Superintendent.  The  salaries  of  our  teachers  are 
in  the' approximate  range  of  salaries  of  teachers  in  surround- 
ing New  Hampshire  communities  and  the  finances  as  pro- 
vided for  books  and  supplies  have  been  such  as  to  allow 
for  improving  the  previous  "rundown"  condition  of  those 
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items.  As  will  be  mentioned  later  in  this  report,  added 
funds  are  necessary  in  order  to  improve  and  keep  up  to 
date  on  certain  other  items. 

At  the  present  moment,  Financial  Aid  to  schools  is  one  of 
the  more  important  items  confronting  our  State  and  our 
Federal  Government.  Education  is  one  of  the  most  potent 
factors  for  our  National  Defense  and  therefore  for  the 
preservation  of  our  Democracy.  ' 

In  Rollinsford,  the  costs  of  maintaining  and  improving' 
our  schools  increased  during  the  war  years  as  have  all  other 
costs.  The  National  Education  Association  News  (Feb. 
16,  1948)  states  that  school  expenditures  throughout  the 
United  States  did  not  increase  enough  from  1940  to  1947  to 
permit  School  Boards  to  hold  their  own  in  buying  school- 
ing for  children.  John  K.  Norton  of  Columbia  University 
has  stated  that  "while  per  pupil  expenditures,  on  the  average, 
increased  66%  from  1940-47,  indexes  of  economic  change 
show  that  they  should  have  gone  up  86%  to  hold  their  own 
in  the  economic  market".* 

In  Rollinsford,  total  expenditures  have  increased 
$10,723.13  since  1940.  In  1939-40  the  total  school  budget 
(expenses)  were  $18,696.95  and  in  1946-47,  $29,420.08. 
This  represents  an  increase  of  57%  during  those  years.  , 

Instruction: 

The  curriculum  has  been  carried  on  as  suggested  by  our 
State  Department  of  Education  with  allowances  made  so 
that  teachers  may  vary  their  work  according  to  their  res- 
pective groups  of  children. 

Teachers  are  following  the  unified  reading,  language  and 
social  studies  program.  Methods  of  instruction  are  so  de- 
signed by  the  various  teachers  as  to  allow  to  the  greates^t 
possible  extent  for  individual  differences;  the  pupil-teacher 
atmosphere  throughout  the  school  is  excellent.     Mr.  Mc-

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Keon  is  following  a  program  of  guidance  which  should  be 
of  much  value  in  assisting  pupils  to  decide  what  educational 
program  to  follow  after  completing  the  eighth  grade  work. 
Pupil  self-evaluation  and  knowledge  of  occupation  is  an 
important  phase  in  upper  elementary  grades. 

Our  budget  has  provided  for  a  continuation  of  the  build- 
ing up  of  the  supply  and  quality  of  our  textbooks.  With 
few  exceptions,  Rollinsford  pupils  have  books  as  up-to-date 
and  as  good  as  are  available. 

Health  : 

The  school  lunch  and  physical  education  programs  are 
important  parts  of  our  total  school  program.  The  recently 
inaugurated  practice  of  having  a  physician  examine  the 
children  is  excellent.  It  will  be  a  help  to  the  general  health 
conditions  of  the  school  if  this  practice  can  be  carried  on 
regularly  each  year.  The  school  nurse^  Mrs.  Vina  Shaw, 
is  alert  to  recognize  physical  weaknesses  and  deficiencies 
and  to  make  recommendations  to  the  parents. 

The  cook  and  lunch  room  operator,  Mrs.  Margaret  Bu- 
reau, has  an  important  function  in  the  health  of  the  child- 
ren through  her  menu  planning  and  cooking  techniques. 

Government  food  for  which  the  onl}^  direct  cost  is  for 
transportation  and  which  has  been  delivered  to  the  Rollins- 
ford  School  since  September  1948  has  consisted  of:  1  case 
orange  juice;  2  cases  dried  apricots;  8  cases  applesauce; 
2100  lbs.  potatoes;  5  cases  dried  milk;  1  case  honey;  1  case 
dried  prunes;  6  cases  tomatoes;  5  cases  cheese;  2  cases 
dried  raisins.  The  lunch  program  is  of  great  value  to  those 
pupils  who  are  unable  to  return  to  their  homes  for  lunch. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School 
Board,  Principal  McKeon,  the  teachers  and  all  others  who 
have  cooperated  to  make  our  work  successful.

These  figures  remained  relatively  the  same  until  Novem- 
ber 15  when  Mr.  Rodger  F.  Martin  of  Lowell  Mass.,  and  a 
graduate  of  Fitchburg  Teachers'  College  was  elected  to 
teach  manual  training,  science  and  math  in  grades  7  and 
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8.  With  his  arrival,  departmentalization  of  subject  matter 
in  the  7th  and  8th  grades  was  introduced  with  the  seventh 
grade  assigned  to  Mr.  Martin  as  homeroom  teacher  in  the 
renovated  classroom  downstairs  in  our  building  and  the  8th 
grade  assigned  to  me.  Mr.  Martin,  in  addition  to  teach- 
ing the  subjects  previously  mentioned,  conducts  the  physi- 
cal education  classes  for  grades  6,  7,  and  8  and  assists  in 
our  athletic  program.  The  history,  geography,  English, 
spelling,  music  and  after  school  athletics  in  these  grades 
are  taught  and  directed  by  the  Principal. 

AUDIO-VISUAL  EDUCATION 

Increased  interest  in  the  use  of  mechanical  Audio-Visual 
equipment  in  the  elementary  schools  of  this  country  is  in- 
creasing yearly.  This  interest  has  resulted  in  greater  use 
of  the  motion  picture  projector  in  our  schools.  We  now 
have  fine  motion  pictures  to  augment  our  curriculum.  Film 
strips  and  films  arouse  interest  and  stimulation  for  our 
language  arts  program.  They  take  us  to  countries  the 
world  over,  and  introduce  us  to  other  parts  of  our  own 
country  where  desirable  outcomes  of  good  citizenship  and 
patriotism  can  be  realized.  Dramatics,  health,  science, 
art,  music  and  any  other  phase  of  our  elementary  school 
curriculum  can  not  only  be  supplemented  but  real  life  in- 
terests may  be  developed  and  begun  as  a  result  of  a  film 
experience  in  our  school. 

With  the  acquisition  of  a  radio-phonograph  in  June, 
1948,  purchased  from  the  receipts  of  the  operetta  presented 
in  April  1948,  another  phase  of  audio-visual  education  was 
added  to  our  school.  Only  the  best  of  programs  and  rec- 
ords available  which  arouse  interest  and  desire,  intellect- 
ually, socially,  and  emotionally  inspire  pupils  should  be 
used.  We,  at  Rollinsford  Grade  School  believe  that  these 
would  enable  pupils  to: 
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1.  Get  up  to  the  minute  news  events. 

2.  Stimulate  interest  in  new  ideas. 

3.  Create  an  understanding  and  a  desire  for  esthetic 
tastes. 

4.  Become  more  familiar  with  ideas,  customs  of  peo- 
ples of  other  nations  and  those  of  people  in  other 
sections  of  our  own  country. 

5.  Introduce  pupils  to  leading  statesmen,  news  com- 
mentators and  other  personalities  in  this  country  and 
abroad. 

6.  Sharing  in  sporting  events,  dramatic  events,  and 
musical  compositions. 

7.  x\cquiring  a  taste  for  classical,  semi-classical,  and 
leading  types  of  popular  music. 

.     FINE  ARTS  PROGRAM 

From  October  1948  to  December  1948,  Mrs.  Regene 
Matthews,  as  art  instructor,  stimulated  in  your  children 
an  experience  of  creativeness,  lessons  in  harmony  and  de- 
sign, and  we  hope  that  at  some  future  date  art  can  again 
be  included  in  our  curriculum. 

It  was  with  regret  that  we  received  the  resignation  of 
Mrs.  Robert  Boak  of  Milton  as  music  supervisor.  During 
the  year  that  she  taught  here  glee  clubs  were  initiated  in 
grades  7  and  8,  and  4  and  5.  A  harmonica  band  was  start- 
ed in  grades  5  and  6;  a  musical  program  was  presented  at 
Christmas  time  and  as  a  climax,  The  Pied  Piper  of  Hamlin, 
an  operetta  in  three  acts  was  presented  for  experiences 
that  pupils  gained  and  for  our  enjoyment.  The  results  in 
learning  appreciation,  poise,  and  child  development  cannot 
be  emphasized  too  greatly.  We  hope  that  music  can  again 
be  included  in  our  curriculum. 
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PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND 
COMPETITIVE  GAMES 

Any  school  concerned  only  with  the  intellectual  interests 
of  a  child  are  presenting  only  a  lop-sided  view  of  the  com- 
plete picture  of  education.  Bodies  as  well  as  minds  come 
to  school.  To  meet  the  purposes  of  education  and  give 
each  child  an  all  around  course  in  development  a  program 
of  wise  relaxation,  wholesome  recreation  and  play  must  be 
provided.  Regular  gym  classes  are  observed  and  an  ath- 
letic program  of  football,  basketball,  and  baseball  is  sched- 
uled. Every  attempt  is  made  to  include  all  pupils  in  these 
activities  and  at  the  same  time  insure  the  safety  and  health 
of  our  children. 

ASSEMBLY  PROGRAMS 

An  assembly  program  is  one  of  the  best  ways  of  provid- 
ing an  opportunity  for  social  education  and  where  pupil 
participation  is  essential.  The  main  emphasis  should  cen- 
ter around  these  aims: 

L  Provide  school  morale. 

2.  To  supplement  and  enrich  classroom  work. 

3.  To  broaden  a  child's  interest. 

4.  Promote  self-expression. 

5.  Create  a  desire  for  better  use  of  leisure  time. 

6.  Provide   opportunities   for  training  in  proper   audi- 
ence habits. 

7.  Provide  proper  use  of    school    equipment,    facilities, 
and  abilities. 

8.  Recognition  of  commendable  performances. 
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With  these  in  mind  assembly  programs  were  outlined  for 
national  occasions,  and  included  all  pupils  and  phases  of 
our  school  experiences. 

PRACTICAL  ARTS 

With  the  hiring  of  Mr.  Rodger  F.  Martin  to  teach  man- 
ual training  and  Mrs.  Martha  Evans  of  Durham,  N.  H.,  to 
teach  home  economics  a  program  of  practical  arts  was  pre- 
sented once  again  in  your  school  giving  the  pupils  of  grades 
7  and  8  an  opportunity  for  development  in  a  general  in- 
dustrial arts  program.  It  is  only  with  a  complete  program 
of  this  type  can  boys  and  girls  continue  their  material 
need  for  muscular  development,  develop  a  sense  of  craft- 
manship,  acquire  a  knowledge  for  acquaintance  with  tools 
and  processes,  and  open  for  them  a  new  source  of  leisure. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Although  the  Rollinsford  Grade  School  is  presenting  a 
program  excelled  by  none  in  this  area  it  is  my  feeling  that 
more  could  be  done  with  careful  and  considerate  planning 
by  the  citizens  of  Ptollinsford.  The  following  recommen- 
dations are  made  after  considerable  thought  and  study.  I 
do  not  wish  to  convey  that  they  must  be  met  immediately, 
but  rather,  as  a  program  to  look  forward  to  the  years  ahead. 
The  demands  made  on  graduates  of  colleges,  high  schools, 
and  elementary  schools  in  this  complex  society  of  ours  are 
becoming  greater  each  year.  With  these  thoughts  in  mind 
the  following  recommendations  are  made. 

1.  A  program  of  music  and  art  beginning  in  grade  one 
and  ending  in  grade  eight. 

2.  Purchasing,  or  construction    of    scenery    for   use    in 
dramatic  events  presented  by  our  school. 

3.  Playground  equipment  to  include  slides,  teeters,  and 
swings  for  our  school  grounds. 
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•  4.     A  non-teaching  principal  employed  to  care  for  the 

■  '       supervision  and  administration  of  the  school. 

CONCLUSION 

This  report  is  by  no  means  complete.  Any  attempt  by 
me  to  compile  all  of  the  experiences  carried  on  in  this 
school  would  be  folly.  Your  superintendent  will  no  doubt 
carry  in  his  report  many  of  the  phases  left  unsaid  by  me. 

■  Too  often  people  judge  a  "good  school"  by  the  many 
showy  events  that  it  presents.  In  many  respects  athletic 
teams,  debating  teams  or  similar  groups  of  schools  con- 
staiitly  appearing  before  groups  affect  the  judgment  of 
people  for  that  particular  school.  If  the  school's  athletic 
tfeams  win,  the  school  is  a  "good  one".  In  defense  of  the 
teacher  toiling  diligently  in  the  classroom  unobserved  by 
large  groups,  but  doing  excellent  work,  may  I  say  that 
they  are  the  backbone  of  the  school.  The  daily  work  car- 
ried on  by  your  teachers  in  your  school  is  deserving  of 
your  continued  support.  Each  child  is  treated  in  his  own 
light  and  constant  attempts  by  your  teachers  to  improve 
techniques  are  always  sought. 

' .  To  the  teachers,  superintendent  of  schools,  members  of 
the  Rollinsford  School  Board,  other  school  officials,  and 
citizens  of  Rollinsford,  my  sincere  thanks  for  your  coop- 
eration and  assistance  given  me  this  past  year.

This  year  I  was  successful  in  securing  the  Audiometer 
machine  for  the  purpose  of  testing  ears  in  the  schools.  I 
was  grateful  to  do  this  test  and  I  think  the  results  were 
very  successful.  This  test  included  the  pupils  from  the 
fourth  through  the  eighth  grades  inclusive.  The  results 
of  this  test  are  as  follows:

My  visits  to  both  schools  have  averaged  once  a  week. 

At  this  writing  we  have  two  pupils  absent  with  chicken- 
pox. 

One  hundred  and  forty-three  (143)  pupils,  including 
grades  1  through  8,  were  examined  physically  by  Dr. 
John  J.  Murphy  M.  D.  on  Jan.  19  and  Feb  10,  with  the 
school  nurse  in  attendance.  Dr.  Murphy  states  that  the 
general  health  of  all  pupils  examined  was  above  average. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  parents 
for  their  splendid  cooperation  with  me  in  having  the  de- 
fects I  find  among  our  school  children  corrected.    I  cannot 
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put  enough  stress  on  the  importance  of  defective  eyes  es- 
pecially. I  have  two  cases  in  the  schools  where  neglect  is 
present  with  the  results  those  two  pupils  have  lost  the 
vision  in  one  eye.  Please  don't  let  this  happen  to  your 
child. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  McKeon, 
Father  Burque,  and  all  the  teachers  in  both  the  Rollins- 
ford,  and  St.  Joseph's  Schools  for  their  many  acts  of  kind- 
ness and  help  they  have  given  me  in  the  past  year.  I  am 
deeply  grateful.
